There  arc  many  factors  to  be  considered.

Becker 
tackles 
virus 

Nobody  has  found  a 


duclion  governing,  or  genetic 
molecules  of  cells,  and  are  pro- 
pagated as  the  host  cells  divide  to 
reproduce.  Becker  hopes  tc- 
immobilize  afflicted  genetic 
molecules  by  latching  to  these 
politicly  charged  molecules  a 
negatively  charged  metal  ion. 

A  trace  amount  of  metal  ion  in 
the  body  goes  where  it  is  needed, 
but  a  large  amount  will  poision 
cells.  So  a  special  concentration 
of  metal  ion  must  be  found  which 
inactivates  viruses  and  yet  does 
not  kill  the  human  host. 

"Right  now  I'm  just  specu- 
lating," Becker  said.  He  will  try 
to  form  clearer  answers  when  he 
sets  up  his  lab  system  this 
summer.  Setting  up  the  lab  will 
be  tricky.  "I  could  kill  everybody 
in  Fort  Wayne,"  said  Becker,  "if 
I  used  a  virus  that  attacks  plants,
